AT CONSPIRACY 


Harrteburg, Pa., April 4.—John H. 


Sanderson & Company, of Phlladel 
phla, contractor for furnishing 
th« 


new capitol, collected $1728 from th« 
state for two ordinary elfat-foot ma 
hocany tables, for which he paid a 
sub-contractor only $40 each, accord- 
ing to the testimony of James Cam 
eron, auditor of the capitol investigat 
ing commission, at the hearing. 


After George W. Hoitoa, president 


of the Derby Desk company, had fur- 
nished the prices that concern was 
paid by Sanderson for a lot of furni- 
ture, Mr. Cameron was called and pro- 
duced the bills showing the payments 
by the state to Cameron for this fur 
niture. 


The bills show that two tables in 


the house appropriations committee 
rooms, eight feet long, four feet wide 
and tv. o and a hall" feet high each 
v>-ere certified by Sanderson as con- 
taining SO feet each and were sold tc 
the state at ?10.80 a foot, or $1728 101 
the two tables. 


The commission made a futile at- 


tempt 10 show by Stephen DeKonsen- 
ko, of Xew York, that there was col- 
lusion between Architect Huston and 
John K. Sanderson, ilr. DeKonsenko h: 
connected with the Sterling Bronze 
company, -which absorbed the Pennsyl- 
vania Bronze company, organized by 
Sanderson to supply him with the 
electrical fixtures for the capitol after 
the latter concern had cc«npleted its 
contrcct. 


The witness admitted that, three 


months bei'ore Sanderson wns given 
the contract he prepared designs for 
certain chandeliers in the building 
and that he expected to get half of the 
contract. He denied having told Har- 
vey il. Watts, managing editor of the 
Philadelphia Press, in the presence oi 
a witness at the University Club, Phil- 
adelphia, seme time ago that there 
was collusion between Huston 
and 


Sanderson and that he. DeKonsenko, 
was to get the entire sub-contract -with 
Saitderson for the chandeliers, and 
that the entire job -would be worth 
$3*0,000. 


The witness also denied having told 
ilr. Watts that the specifications were 
purposely vague and of such a charac- 
ter that he could not make an intelli- 
gent bid, that the "per pound" method 
by -which tbe chandeliers were paid 
for by the state was adopted to make 
them as costly as possible, or that he 
had an understanding -with Huston 
and Sanderson prior to the letting of 
the contract that Sanderson was to get 
the contract and that the witness was 
to get a share of it. 


The next witness was Harvey M. 


Watts, managing editor of the Phila- 
delphia Press., who held the interview 
with Stephen De Kosenko. 
ilr. Watts testified that in October. 


1906, 
he talked with De Kosenko at 


the University Club, Philadelphia, re- 
garding the bidding and probable cost 
of the chandeliers for the capitol, in 
the presence of a third person. 


"He told me/' Mr. Watts said, "that 


it was the general talk among the trade 
that Sanderson had been picked out as 
the general contractor, and that he 
prepared plans long before the con- 
tract was let, which he submitted to 
Sanderson. He said he expected to get 
a part of the contract, and my impres- 
sion was he expected to get the whole 
contract for $300,000 to $500,000. He 
had to go south froh is health.

While 
in the south he got a telegram from 
Architect Huston saying that the deal 
was off. 


"De Kosenko had his designs re-

BIDDER HINTED 
AT CONSPIRACY 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 4.—John H. 
Sanderson 
& CcTmpany, of 
Phlladel 
phia, Contractor for furnishing 
tha 
new capitel, collected $1728 from th< 
state for two ordinary elgkt-foot ma 
hogany tables, for which he paid a 
sub-contractor only $40 each, accord* 
ing to the testimony of James Cam 
eron, auditor of the capítol investlgat 
ing commission» at the hearing. 


After George W. Holton» president 
of the Derby Desk company, hod fur- 
nished the prices that concern 
was 
paid by Sanderson for a lot of furni- 
ture, Mr. Cameron was called and pro- 
duced the bills showing the payments 
by the state to Cameron for this fur- 
niture. 


The bills show that two tables in 
the house appropriations 
committee 
rooms, eight feet long, four feet wide 
and two and a half feet high each, 
were certified by Sanderson as con- 
taining SO feet each and were sold to 
the state at $10.80 a foot, or $1728 foi 
the two tables. 


The commission made a futile at- 
tempt to show by Stephen DeKonsen- 
ko, of New York, that there was col- 
lusion between Architect Huston and 
John H. Sanderson. Mr, DeKonsenko is 
connected 
with the Sterling 
Bronze 
company, which absorbed the Pennsyl- 
vania Bronze company, organized by 
Sanderson 
to supply him 
with 
the 
electrical fixtures for the capitol after 
the latter concern had cctnpleted its 
contract. 


The 
witness 
admitted 
that 
three 
months before Sanderson was given 
the contract he prepared designs for 
certain 
chandeliers 
in 
the 
building 
and that he expected to get half of the 
contract. 
He denied having told Har- 
vey M. Watts, managing editor of the 
Philadelphia Press, In the presence ol 
a witness at the University Club, Phil- 
adelphia, some time ago that 
there 
was collusion between Huston 
and 
Sanderson and that he, DeKonsenko, 
was to get the entire sub-contract with 
Sanderson 
for the chandeliers, 
and 
that the entire job would be worth 
$300,000. 


The witness also denied having told 
Mr. Watts that the specifications were 
purposely vague and of such a charac- 
ter that he could not make an Intelli- 
gent bid, that the "per pound" method 
by which the chandeliers were paid 
for by the state was adopted to make 
them as costly as possible, or that he 
had 
an understanding 
with 
Huston 
and Sanderson prior to the letting of 
the contract that Sanderson was to get 
the contract and that the witness was 
to get a share of It. 


The next witness was Harvey M. 
Watts, managing editor of the Phila- 
delphia Press, who held the interview 
with Stephen De Kosenko. 


Mr. Watts testified that In October, 
1906, he talked with De Kosenko at 
the University Club, Philadelphia, re- 
garding the bidding and probable cost 
of the chandeliers for the capítol, in 
the presence of a third person. 


"He told me," Mr. Watts said, "that 
it was the general talk among the trade 
that Sanderson had been picked out as 
the general contractor, and that he 
prepared plans long before the con- 
tract was let, Avhich he submitted to 
Sanderson. He said he expected to get 
a part of the contract, and my Impres- 
sion was he expected to get the whole 
contract for $300,000 to $500,000. 
He 
had to go south froh is health, Huston 
told him it was all right to go. While 
in the south he got a telegram from 
Architect Huston saying that the deal 
was off. 


"De Kosenko had his designs re- 
turned to him," Mr. Watts continued, 
"but said that Architect Huston had 
appropriated their Ideas. He told me 
the specifications were very vague and 
indefinite and gave no satisfaction. He 
said the 'per pound' method, 
under 
which 
Sanderson was paid for the 
chandeliers, was not used In the trade 
at ail and Afas r.bsurd. 
HeH said it 
was a very unfair method. The usual 
way 
of 
maltliig 
chandeliers was to 
make them as light as possible con- 
sistent with durability. Another man 
In our oifice, Colonel George Nox Mc- 
Cain, went to see De Kosenko several 
weeks later and had practically 
the 
same talk I had with him."

It is 
declared that tho 
"Hearst-Harrlman 
Rockefeller combination" has alread> 
a fund of $5,000,000 with which tc 
cg,rry on Its campaign in opposition 
to the president It was further au- 
thoritatively said:

It is aijparent in Ohio and Penn 
sylvanla; in fact it extends across the 
entire continent.

scheme was 
thoroughly dlvuiged at a ^-ecent dinnei 
and reached tho White Hoyse through 
a

presidenV^. 
The 


•cheme of the people behind the moY* 
ment is to buy newspapers» public me« 
and others who may assist the oppon 
ents of the president In their work." 


It was also stated authoritatively at 
the White House that part of the plan 
to encompass the defeat of tho prcsl 
dent's policy is the election of stat« 
delegations to the national convention 
from those states known to favor th« 
president, these delegates to be in- 
structed for President Roosevelt, not 
withstanding 
knowledge 
in 
advanc« 
that the president could not be a can 
didate for renominatlon. Then, accord- 
ing to the statement made, these dele- 
gates, upon the president declining to 
be a candidate for renominatlon, as 
he has said he would decline, tho dele 
gates are to consider themselves free 
and are to be switched over to some 
opponents of the president and 
th€ 
policies for which he is standing.

Section of Insane Hospital Destroyed. 


All Inmates Escaped. 


Norristown, Pa., April 9.—The 11th 
section of the State Hospital for the 
Insane was completely destroyed by 
fire, entailing a loss estimated at $50,- 
000. The building, which was 75 feet 
in width anw 225 feet In length, was 
occupied by 230 feeble-minded persons. 
As soon as the alarm was sounded the 
attendants rushed through the building 
and succeeded in getting all of the oc 
cupants out safely. The flames spread 
with such rapidity that nothing in the 
structure could be saved. The insane 
persons became almost unmanageable, 
but upon being assured by the attend- 
ants that there was no danger they 
Avere finally persuaded to enter other 
wards of the institution. The origin of 
the fire is unknown. 


DROPPED DEAD ON STREET 


Detroit Millionaire Fatally Stricken In

New York, 
New York, April 8. — Theodore D. 
Buhl, president of the Buhl Malleable 
Iron Works, of Detroit; president of 
the Detroit National Bank, and also of 
the firm of Parke, Davis & Co., chemi- 
cal and drug manufacturers, dropped 
dead on the street near the Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel, where he had been a 
guest. Death was due to apoplexy.

PITTSBURG FACES 
AWFUL DISASTER 


Pittsburg. April 8.—J. W. Arraa, of 
Ihe United States Engineer Corps, who 
has charge of building tho dami In 
the Ohio and Allegheny rivers in tJlita 
vicinity, has submitted a report to the 
government and made public In con* 
nectlon with the recent flocd here, in 
which he says Pittsburg, like Johns- 
town, la in danger of devaatatlon some 
day by a flood causing the loss tm 
thousands of lives and millions of dol- 
lars worth of property. 
Mr. Arras re- 
ports that when the catastrophe oc- 
curs It will come with Jujit as little 
warning as did the one In the Cone- 
maugh Valley. 
A part of Mr. Arraa* 
report to the governmant follows: 


"In the March freshet the Mononga- 
hela river predominated, and comse- 
quently the Allegheny was less turbu- 
lent^ and Its velocity 
comparatively 
light. • Furthermore, the natural rise 
in the latter being small, there was lit- 
tle drift. Accordingly the action of the 
Ice against the submerged portions of 
bridge was much subdued, and In the 
absence of drift and 
wreckage—the 
greatest of r^rge producers—it passed 
under without doing much harm. 


"But 
these 
conditions can be re- 
versed, and in tho event of the Alle- 
gheny predominating doubtless would 
be. whence the probability that enor- 
mous gorges of drift, or drift and ice 
combined, would form above the low 
wooden bridges. 
In such case they 
would move off their foundations and 
the entire mass rush everything in its 
way until it reached the first stable 
structure, namely, the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad bridge at 11th street 


"Would it withstand the attack? No 
man can tell. 
It is a ponderous struc- 
ture, splendidly proportioned and sub- 
stantially built. However, what it will 
do seems Immaterial, for whether it 
stands and holds the gorge or falls be- 
fore it, it will in either case divert the 
Irresistible oncoming tide toward the 
mainland, where the damage to physi- 
cal property 
will be enormous 
and 
lives by the thousands will be sacri- 
ficed, since there would be insufilcient 
warning to enable the 
unsuspe9tlns 
to withdraw to places of safety. 


"That there Is only one precaution 
open to avert such a calamity as would 
almost certainly attend a 
maximum 
freshet at Pittsburg Is clearly obvious. 
And that such a freshet may occur 
any season, now that we can see it is 
clearly within the range of possibili- 
ties, is quite as evident. 


"The last call was a close one. The 
addition to the situation as It was of 
the amount of Ice out of the Allegheny 
usually following a hard winter would 
alone have precipitated the trouble." 


M U R D E R E D H I S W I F E 


Wealthy Dentist Shot Her Down In 


Their Home. 


New York, April 9.—Dr. Samuel S. 
Guy, a prominent dentist of Far Rock- 
away, and for a number o f ^ e a r s , until 
recently, coroner of Queens Borough, 
Is under arrest, charged with the mur- 
der of his wife in their home. 


The v/oman's body was found lying 
on the dining room fioor, with two bul* 
let wounds in tho breast. Dr. Guy was 
arrested as he was leaving tho house 
and Just as a servant came scireamlng 
from one of tho doors and hysterically 
told a policeman that her mistress waa 
dead. 


The doctor camc from a saloon neai 
his residence and entered his home. It 
is alleged that he went to the kitchen 
and annoyed a servant for some min- 
utes, finally being Induced to leave the 
girl by his wife. The servant says that 
as husband and wife entered the dining 
room Mrs. Guy slapped his face. Im- 
mediately afterward the dcor closed, 
and in a few moments 
two 
shots 
startled the girl. 


Mrs. Guy was 42 years of age and 
her husband 5G, She was a descendant 
of the Mott family, which owned prac- 
tically all of the Rockaways, and the 
members of which are accounted very 
wealthy.

BIDDER HINTED 
AT CONSPIRACY 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 4;—John H. 
Sanderson & Company, of Philadel 
phia, contractor for furnishing 
tha 
new capitol, collected $1728 from th« 
state for two ordinary eight-foot ma 
hogany tables, for which he paid a 
sub-contractor only $40 each, accord* 
ing to the testimony of James Cam 
eron, auditor of the capitol investigat 
Ing commission, at the hearing. 


After George W. Hoiton, president 
of the Derby Desk company, had fur­ 
nished the prices that concern was 
paid by Sanderson for a lot of furni­ 
ture, Mr. Cameron was called and pro­ 
duced the bills showing the payments 
by the state to Cameron for this fur­ 
niture. 


The bills show that two tables in 


the house appropriations committee 
rooms, eight feet long, four feet wide 
and two and a half feet high each, 
were certified by Sanderson as con­ 
taining SO feet each and were sold to 
the state at $10.80 a foot, or $1728 foi 
the two tables. 


The commission made a futile at­ 
tempt to show by Stephen DeKonsen- 
ko, of New York, that there was col­ 
lusion between Architect Huston and 
John H. Sanderson. Mr. DeKonsenko is 
connected with the Sterling Bronze 
company, which absorbed the Pennsyl­ 
vania Bronze company, organized by 
Sanderson to supply him with the 
electrical fixtures for the capitol after 
the latter concern had completed its 
contract. 


The witness admitted that three 
months before Sanderson was given 
the contract he prepared designs for 
certain chandeliers in the building 
and that he expected to get half of the 
contract. 
He denied having told Har­ 
vey M. Watts, managing editor of the 
Philadelphia Press, in the presence oi 
a witness at the University Club, Phil­ 
adelphia, some time ago that there 
was collusion between Huston 
and 
Sanderson and that he, DeKonsenko, 
was to get the entire sub-contract with 
Sanderson for the chandeliers, and 
that the entire job would be worth 
$300,000. 


The witness also denied having told 
Mr. Watts that the specifications were 
purposely vague and of such a charac­ 
ter that he could not make an intelli­ 
gent bid, that the “per pound” method 
by which the chandeliers were paid 
for by the state was adopted to make 
them as costly as possible, or that he 
had an understanding with Huston 
and Sanderson prior to the letting of 
the contract that Sanderson was to get 
the contract and that the witness was 
to get a share of it. 


The next witness was Harvey M. 
Watts, managing editor of the Phila­ 
delphia Press, who held the interview 
with Stephen De Kosenko. 


Mr. Watts testified that in October, 
1906, he talked with De Kosenko at 
the University Club, Philadelphia, re­ 
garding the bidding and probable cost 
of the chandeliers for the capitol, in 
the presence of a third person. 


"He told me/' Mr. W atts said, “that 
It was the general talk among the trade 
that Sanderson had been picked out as 
the general contractor, and that he 
prepared plans long before the con­ 
tract was let, which he submitted to 
Sanderson. He said he expected to get 
a part of the contract, and my impres­ 
sion was he expected to get the whole 
contract for $300,000 to $500,000. 
He 
had to go south froh is health. Huston 
told him it was all right to go. While 
in the south he got a telegram from 
Architect Huston saying that the deal 
was off. 


"De Kosenko had his designs re­ 
turned to him,” Mr. W atts continued, 
"but said that Architect Huston had 
appropriated their ideas. He told me 
the specifications were very vague and 
indefinite and gave no satisfaction. He 
said the ‘per pound* method, under 
which 
Sanderson was paid for the 
chandeliers, was not used in the trade 
at all and was r.bsurd. 
HeH said it 
was a very unfair method. The usual 
way of making 
chandeliers was to 
make them as light as possible con­ 
sistent with durability. Another man 
in our office, Colonel George Nox Mc­ 
Cain, went to see De Kosenko several 
weeks later and had practically the 
same talk I had with him.”

FIRE AT NORRISTOWN ASYLUM 


Section of Insane Hospital Destroyed. 


All Inmates Escaped. 


Norristown, Pa., April 9.—The 11th 
section of the State Hospital for the 
Insane was completely destroyed by 
fire, entailing a loss estimated at $50,- 
000. The building, which was 75 feet 
in width anw 225 feet in length, was 
occupied by 230 feeble-minded persons. 
As soon as the alarm was sounded the 
attendants rushed through the building 
and succeeded in getting all of the oo 
cupants out safely. The flames spread 
with such rapidity that nothing in the 
structure could be saved. The insane 
persons became almost unmanageable, 
but upon being assured by the attend­ 
ants that there was no danger they 
were finally persuaded to enter other 
wards of the institution. The origin of 
the fire is unknown.

Detroit Millionaire Fatally Stricken In

New York, April 8. — Theodore D. 
Buhl, president of the Buhl Malleable 
Iron Works, of Detroit; president of 
the Detroit National Bank, and also of 
the firm of Parke, Davis & Co., chemi­ 
cal and drug manufacturers, dropped 
dead on the street near the Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel, where he had been a 
guest. Death was due to apoplexy.

PITTSBURG PACES 
AWFUL DISASTER 


Pittsburg, April S.—J. W. Arras, of 
Ihe United States Engineer Corps, who 
has charge of building the dams in 
the Ohio and Allegheny rivers in this 
vicinity, has submitted a report to the 
government and made public in con* 
nection with the recent flocd here, in 
which he says Pittsburg, like Johns­ 
town, is in danger of devastation some 
day by a flood causing the loss r* 
thousands of lives and millions of dol­ 
lars worth of property. 
Mr. Arras re­ 
ports that when the catastrophe oc­ 
curs it will come with jiuft as little 
warning as did the one in the Cone- 
maugh Valley. 
A part of Mr. Arras* 
report to the government follows: 


"In the March freshet the Mononga- 
hela river predominated, and comse- 
quently the Allegheny was less turbu­ 
lent# and its velocity comparatively 
light. ’ Furthermore, the natural rise 
in the latter being small, there was lit­ 
tle drift Accordingly the action of the 
ice against the submerged portions of 
bridge was much subdued, and in the 
absence of drift and wreckage—the 
greatest of r^rge producers—it passed 
under without doing much harm. 


"But 
these 
conditions can be re­ 
versed, and in the event of the Alle­ 
gheny predominating doubtless would 
be, whence the probability that enor­ 
mous gorges of drift, or drift and ice 
combined, would form above the low 
wooden bridges. 
In such case they 
would move off their foundations and 
the entire mass rush everything in its 
way until it reached the first stable 
structure, namely, the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad bridge at 11th street 


"Would it withstand the attack? No 
man can tell. It is a ponderous struc­ 
ture, splendidly proportioned and sub­ 
stantially built. However, what it will 
do seems immaterial, for whether it 
stands and holds the gorge or falls be­ 
fore it, it will in either case divert the 
irresistible oncoming tide toward the 
mainland, where the damage to physi­ 
cal property will be enormous and 
lives by the thousands will be sacri­ 
ficed, since there would be insufllcient 
warning to enable the unsuspeqtlng 
to withdraw to placos of safety. 


"That there is only one precaution 
open to avert such a calamity as would 
almost certainly attend a maximum 
freshet at Pittsburg is clearly obvious.

ACH line affords a text for the matter I speak of. It re- 
quires constant effort of the imagination and constant studi- 
ous attention to the variety of conditions which diversify 
tte life of the country from ocean to ocean and an ever 
persistent catholicity of sympathy and judgment think ol 
this country as every citizen should, as a single whole, a 
thing to be served net merely in its parts and in its separ- 
ate interests, as the States are intended to serve it, but also 
in its entirety, as the Federal Government is intended to 


serve it, keeping all interests harmonious, all powers co-operative—as a na- 
tion compact of rulers and ruled, moving together under those who make the 
laws and by reason of the virtue of those who obey them. 


And yet only upon such a conception can an intelligent sense of duty be 


based. Genuine patriotism cannot be based upon a sense of private advantage 
or upon any calculation of interest. It can be based only upon a sense of duty. 
And duty must conceive its object the country, the nation we would serve. 


I like to recall the passage of De Tocqueviile's in which he marvels with 


eloquent praise at the "variety of information and excellence of discretion 
which our polity did not hesitate to demand of its people, the common peo- 
ple." It is in this, rather than by anything we have invented in the way of 
government form, that we have become distinguished among nations. 


Indeed, America has fallen to the common-place level of all the other na- 


tions which have preceded her and which now accompany her in the race for 
leadership, if she have not something of a faith that makes of her public 
men idealists and of her typical citizens men to whom principles seem ever 
a sustaining motive of action. 


If there is any circumstance which should deeply trouble us in the signs 


of the time it is that we have found as a ground of action not sturdy desire 
to achieve what we have conceived but sheer anger and discontent with which 
we fiing ourselves upoc cur wrongs. Y\"e have revemce enough for the Saws 
we ourselves have made, if it be an evidence of reverence that we think by 
the easy process of making more lav.-s we shall moralize our public life, but 
it can hardly be a firm and patient force by which we seek to change them. 


Indeed, the chief menace of our present state of mind is that there is 


neither patience nor prudence ia our thought and action upon the matters 
whicli excite us. I ain not sure that we need new laws. I suspect that what 
we really need is a smaller regard fcr persons in the adminisxration of them. 
Penal laws are of slight value without a watchful public opinion, and of what 
shall public opinion be watchful if it know not what to watch for, if there is no 
slow study of conditions, no patient seeking of remedies, no carefui observa- 
tion of the real errors and the real responsibilities of business. 


It seems to me to be a strange thing to propose revenue laws as a means 


of checking and penalizing wealth, at the same time that we retain laws which 
lead to its unnatural accumulation. The only proper object of revenue iaws 
is to raise money for the expenses of government, though revenue ought al- 
ways to be obtained from such sources that taxation will assist rather than 
check or discourage industry and enterprise. It is in part by the example ol 
governments that individuals have used the revenue getting powers of cor- 
porations to penalize rivals. The Government sets the example both of foster- 
age and of destruction. Governments should supply an equilibrium, not a dis- 
turbing force,

N the evening of Septemter 16, with Tie turn of the ficcd- 
tide. a large fee pivoted around Cape Sheridan, crushing 
everything before it. until at last it held the ship merci- 
lessly between its own blue side and the unyielding face 
of the ice-fcot. Its slow resistless n:otlon was frightful, yet 
fascinating: thousands cf tens of smaller ice which the big 
floe drove I?e:ore :t the Rccsavelt had easily and gracefully 
turned under her sloping bilges, but the edge of the tig fioe 
rose to the plank-sheer, and a few yards hack from its edge 


was an old pressure ridge which rose higher than the bridge-deck. 


Fcr an instant, which seemed an age, the pressure was terrif.c; 
the 


Rccsevell's r:bs and interior bracing cracked like the discharge of musketry. 
TLe main-ceek amidships bulged up several inches, the main-rigging hung 
slack, and the n:asts and rigging shock as in a violent gaie; then, with a 
mighty tremor and soxinn which reminded me of an athlete imaking his 
breath for a supreme effort, the ship jumped upward. The big floe snapped 
against the edge cf the ice-foct forward and aft and under us, crumpling up 
its edge and driving it inshore some yards, then carne to rest, and the com- 
motion was transferred to the cutsr edge of the See, which crumbled away 
with a dull roar as other Soes smashed against it and tore off great pieces 
in their onward rush—leaving us stranded tut safe. Tnis incident, of coarse, 
put an end to all thoughts of farther advance, and to provide against the 
contingency of a still more serious pressure rendering the ship untenable, 
all supplies and equipment, together with a considerable quantity of coal, 
were landed, officers and crew and Eskimos, including the women and chil- 
dren, working almost without interruption for the next thirty-six hoars.— 
Harper's Magazine.

An Aztec Oynx Quarry. 


A geologist at Cuernavaea, Mexico, 


has rediscovered an ancient Aztec 
onyx quarry on the slope of a hill 
near that place.

How the YoutU's Bodily VUor Stoo« 
m m In OoofI Stead. 


Young Lincoln's bodily vigor stood 
him in good stead in many wayfr. 
In 
frontier life strength and athletic skill 
served as well for popular amusement 
as for prosaic toil, and at times, in- 
deed, they were needed for personal 
defense. 
Every 
community 
had 
its 
champion wrestler, a man of consider- 
able local Importance, in whose success 
the neighbors took a becoming interest. 
There Avas. not far from Ne^v Saleiu, 
a 
settlement 
called 
Clary's 
Grove, 
whore lived a set of restless, rollicking 
young backwoodsmen 
with a 
strong 
liking for frontier athletics and rough 
practical jokes. 
Jack Armstrong was 
the leader of these, and until Lincoln's 
arrival had been tho champion wrestler 
of both Clary's Grove and Nev/ Salem. 
H e and his friends had not the slight- 
est personal grudge against Lincoln; 
but hearing 
the 
neighborhood 
talk 
about tho newcomer, 
and 
especially 
Offut's extravagant praise of his clerk, 
who. according to Offut's statement, 
knew more than any one else in the 
United States, and could beat the whole 
country 
at 
running, 
jumphig 
or 
"wrastling," they decided that the time 
had come to assert themselves, 
and 
strove to bring about a trial of strength 
between Armstrong and Lincoln. 
Lin- 
coln. who disapproved 
of 
all 
this 
"woollng and pulling," as he called it. 
and had no desire to come to blows 
with 
his neighbors, put off the en- 
counter as long as possible. 
At length 
even his good temper was powerless to 
avert it, and the wrestling match took 
place. 
Jack 
Armstrong 
soon 
found 
that he had tackled a man as strong 
and skillful us himself; and his friends, 
seeing him likely to get the worst of 
it, swarmed to his assistance, almost 
succeeding, by tripping and 
kicking, 
in getting Lincoln down. 
At the un- 
fairness of this Lincoln became sud- 
denly and furiously angry, put fortn 
his entire strength, lifted the pride of 
Clary's Grove in his arms like a child, 
and holding him high in tho air. almost 
choked the life out of him. 
It seemed 
for a moment as though a general tight 
must follow; but even while Lincoln's 
fierce rage compelled their respect, his 
quickly returning self-control won their 
admiration, and the crisis Avas snrely 
passed. 
Instead of becoming enemies 
and leaders in a neighborhood feud, as 
might have been expected, the 
two 
grew to be warm friends, the allection 
thus strangely begun lasting through, 
life. They proved useful to each other 
in various ways, and years afterward 
Lincoln made ample amends for his 
rough treatment of the other's throat 
by saving the neck of Jack Armstrong's 
son from the halter in a memorable 
trial for murder. 
The -Clnry's Gr<>vo 
•*boys" voted Lincoln "the cleverest fel- 
low that had ever broke into the set- 
tlement," and thereafter took as much 
pride in his peaceableness and book- 
learning as they did in the rougher and 
more questionable accomplishments of 
their discomfited leader.—From Helen 
Nlcolay's "The Boys' Life of Abraham 
Lincoln," in St. Nicholas.

ACH line affords a text for the matter I speak of. 
It re­ 
quires constant effort of the imagination and constant studi­ 
ous attention to the variety of conditions which diversify 
tVi life of the country from ocean to ocean and an ever 
persistent catholicity of sympathy and judgment think ol 
this country as every citizen should, as a single whole, a 
thing to be served not merely in its parts and in its separ- 


______ _ ate interests, as the States are intended to serve it, but also 


in its entirety, as the Federal Government is Intended to 
serve it, keeping all interests harmonious, all powers co-operative—as a na* 
tion compact of rulers and ruled, moving together under thoso who make tha 
laws and by reason of the virtue of those who obey them. 


And yet only upon such a conception can an intelligent sense of duty be 
based. Genuine patriotism cannot be based upon a sense of private advantage 
or upon any calculation of interest. It can be based only upon a sense of duty. 
And duty must conceive its object the country, the nation we would serve. 


I like to recall the passage of De Tocqueville’s in which he marvels with 
eloquent praise at the “variety of information and excellence of discretion 
which our polity did not hesitate to demand of its people, the common peo­ 
ple.” It is in this, rather than by anything we have invented in the way of 
government form, that we have become distinguished among nations. 


Indeed, America has fallen to the common-place ievel of all the other na 
tions which have preceded her and which now accompany her in the race for 
leadership, if she have not something of a faith that makes of her public 
men idealists and of her typical citizens men to whom principles seem ever 
a sustaining motive of action. 


If there is any circumstancc which should deeply trouble us in the signs 
of the time it is that we have found as a ground of action not sturdy desire 
to achieve what we have conceived but sheer anger and discontent with which 
we fling ourselves upon our wrongs. We have revernce enough for the 'laws 
we ourselves have made, if it be an evidence of reverence that we think by 
the easy process of making more laws we shall moralize our public life, but 
it can hardly be a firm and patient force by which we seek to change them. 


Indeed, the chief menace of our present state of mind is that there is 
neither patience nor prudence in our thought and action upon the matters 
which excite us. I am not sure that we need new laws. 
I suspect that what 
we really need is a smaller regard for persons in the administration of them. 
Penal laws are of slight value without a watchful public opinion, and of what 
shall public opinion be watchful if it know not what to watch for, if there is no 
slow study of conditions, no patient seeking of remedies, no careful observa­ 
tion of the real errors and the real responsibilities of business. 


It seems to me to be a strange thing to propose revenue laws as a means 
of checking and penalizing wealth, at the same time that we retain laws which 
lead to its unnatural accumulation. 
The only proper object of revenue 'laws 
is to raise money for the expenses of government, though revenue ought al­ 
ways to be obtained from such sources that taxation will assist rather than 
check or discourage industry and enterprise. 
It is in part by the example of 
governments that individuals have used the revenue getting powers of cor­ 
porations to penalize rivals. The Government sets the example both of foster­ 
age and of destruction. Governments should supply an equilibrium, not a dis­ 
turbing force*

My Ship Fought the Ice

N the evening of September 16, with the turn of the flood* 
tide, a large floe pivoted around Cape Sheridan, crushing 
everything before it, until at last it held the ship merci­ 
lessly between its own biue side and the unyielding face 
of the ice-foot. 
Its slow resistless motion was frightful, yet 
fascinating; thousands of tons of smaller ice which the big 
floe drove beiore it the Roosevelt had easily and gracefully 
turned under her sloping bilges, but the edge of the big floe 
rose to the plank-sheer, and a few yards back from its edge 
was an old pressure ridge which rose higher than the bridge-deck. 


For an instant, which seemed an age, the pressure 
was 
terrific; 
the 
Roosevelt's ribs and interior bracing cracked like the discharge of musketry. 
The main-declc amidships bulged up several inches, 
the main-rigging hung 
slack, and the masts and rigging shook as in a violent gale; then, with a 
mighty tremor and sound which reminded me of an athlete intaking his 
breath for a supreme effort, the ship jumped upward. 
The big floe snapped 
against the edge of the ice-foot forward and aft and under us, crumpling up 
its edge and driving it inshore some yards, then ctm e to rest, and the com­ 
motion was transferred to the outer edge of the floe, which crumbled away 
with a dull roar as other floes smashed against it and tore off great pieces 
in their onward rush—leaving us stranded but safe. This incident, of course, 
put an end tp all thoughts of farther advance, and to provide against the 
contii*;ency of a still more serious pressure rendering the ship untenable, 
all supplies and equipment, together with a considerable quantity of coal, 
were Janded, officers and crew and Eskimos, including the women and chil­ 
dren, working almost without interruption for the 
next thirty-six hours.— 
HarpAr's Magwlne.

The lungs pre- 
sented a perfect picture of a fatal 
miliary tuberculosis. The hogs which 
were inoculated were killed, and the 
same conditions were found in ths 
lungs. 


The experimenters believe that in 


these cases the bacilli" were either 
taken up directly by the capillaries 
and thence carried to the lungs by 
means of the venous circulation, or 
else by the lymphatics into the veins 
and thence to the lungs. The report 
says: 


The practical conclusion 
to be 


drawn from the results obtained is 
that ingestion is a greater danger 
than the respiration of tubercle ba- 
cilli, especially as the tubercle bacilli 
mav be ingested in the fresh state in 
which they are expelled from tuber- 
culous lesions and cannot be respired 
until they have been subjected to 
various attenuating processes. 
The 


substance in which tubercle bacilli 
are enveloped or imbedded when they 
leave the infected organs under ordi- 
nary and usual conditions requires 
considerable time before it can be suf- 
ficiently dried and pulverized to float 
in the air. Bacilli do not rise from 
moist surfaces ana float in the air. 
The complete desiccation that must 
occur in advance of pulverization is 
either a comparatively slow process 
or is hastened by agencies, like tne 
heat irom the direct rays of the sun, 
that have a potent inSuence against 
the vitality of pathogenic bacteria. 


Sputum, for example, dries on the 


surface in a way that coats it with a 
protective membrane through which 
evaporation progresses slowly; it is 
a vfcr adhesive substance, and be- 
comes more so during the first stages 
of drying, and it must be exposed 
when thoroughly dried to actual at- 
trition before it can be detached from 
the surface on which it has dried and 
reach a sufficient disintegration to be 
blown about as dust. 


The experimenters summarize their 


conclusions as follows: 


Tuberculosis is a disease contract- 


ed through the ingestion of tubercle 
bacilii. 


The lung is the most f-ecjuent or- 


gan affected, independently oi the 
soint at which the infectious material 
enters the body. 


Tuberculous infection may pass 


from one part of the body to another 
remote to ii without learing a chain 
of lesions to mark its path. 


Fresh tuberculous material has the 


highest, and dried and pulverized ma- 
terial a doubtful significance. 


Tuberculous material from cattle 


has the highest virulence for all test- 


what she receives; and to that our 
answer is decisively negative. It is 
a sad state of aSairs, to which we 
have given much unavailing thought 
As a last resort in search of a method 
of reformation, the ubiaaitary remedy 
of taxation occurs to our mind as 
the only one holding forth hope of ef- 
fectiveness."

In the howdah. 


He was on the right side of the ele­ 
p h a n t’s head in a moment, and in 
trying to reach me broke the front 
p a rt of the howdah with a blow of 
his powerful fore paw. 


The elephant was badly bitten and 
clawed on the trunk and head, and 
her right eye was blinded by the eye­ 
brow being torn down over it. 
She 
gave voice to suppressed screams of 
pain and rage, and made the mo3t 
.violent efforts to shake the tiger off. 


My Bhil gun-bearer behind me in 
th e howdah, regarding the situation 
es desperate, slid down the elephant's 
hind Quarters and took refuge in a 
tree, 
All I could do was to wait an 
opportunity to fire w ithout injuring 
the courageous elephant, 
At last I 
had ft safe cliance to put the muzzle 
Against the tiger’s shoulder, 
One 
IBhot^it was an expanding bullet— 
#nd with a great growl of agony from 
th e tiger and a trum pet yell of rage 
frpm the elephant, the whole of us 
were struggling loose in the liigh 
Joshes. 


The elephant was coaxed to como 
forw ard to the dead tiger, and after 
feeiing 
cautiously 
with 
her 
out­ 
stretched trunk, she gave the body a 
kick of contempt and allowed it to be 
tied oq her back, to be carried back 
¿o our camp. 


No time was lost in attending to 
th e elephant’s hurts, but preparatory 
to handling them she was fed with a 
£tl# f ix tu r e of poarse piolasseg an4 
iiQUr, with opium and brandy throw n 
I& jjberaljy, £fter which phe took an 
Intelligent and good-tempered inter­ 
est in the proceedings. 


W ith the tent-pitcher’s repairing 
needles and stout thread, z^nd the 
help of the m ahouts and their assist­ 
ants, her cuts 
and 
wounds 
were 
ptitched and salved, and many yards 
of native cotton cloth used in sw ath­ 
ing her torn trunk, 
She was fed by 
hand for several days, and seemed 
quite to understand th a t this was 
done to keep the bandages on the 
damaged trunk from being displaced 
by her use of it in feeding herself. 


FIGHT 
W ITH 
LEOPARD. 


Lieut.-Col. Hutchinson, of the Sec­ 
ond Ghurkas, had a thrilling fight 
with a -leopard which attacked his 
wife while on a shooting trip near 
Delira Dun.

Col. Hutchinson eluded its springs 
w ith marvelous agility. 
He m ade 
several attem pts to regain his rifle, 
b u t the leopard was on him before 
he could pick it up. 


Then he thought of his revolver 
and was placing his hand on his hip 
to draw it when the leopard sprang 
on him again and seized his right 
arm. 
Desperate as the position was, 
Col. Hutchinson did not give in, and. 
although he was suffering terrible 
agonies, he grappled with the beast. 
They rolled over several times, the 
leopard still clinging to its hold on« 
his arm. 


At last Col. Hutchinson freed his 
arm and succeeded in getting his re­ 
volver. 
Then he shot the leopard in 
the eye. 
The anim al let go its hold, 
,but the shot had only blinded it. 


Before it could 
spring 
on 
him 
again Col. Hutchinson had gained 
possession of his rifle and succeeded 
in killing the beast ju st as the first 
of the beaters came back. 


Col. Hutchinson was by this time 
so exhausted from loss of blood and 
the struggle th at he was in a state of 
collapse. 
He was carried back to his 
bungalow and his arm , /which was 
terribly lacerated from the shoulder 
to the wrist, was attended to.

The heat is stifling, for the sands 
reflect the glare and the heat, and 
one Is alm ost blinded, and although 
there is wind, it seldom reaches the 
secret recesses and. little shut-in val­ 
leys of the dunes. 
It floats the sand 
over and upon you, and this heated 
»sand irritates nostrils and mouth, un­ 
til one opens his m outh and pants 
like a dog, only to get more air so 
sand-laden th at he cannot bear it. 
Many a pOo? wretch has been lost to 
the world forever in the treacherous 
secrecy of these sand-hillfc. 
Over­ 
powered by the heat and thirst, un­ 
able to find his way out, he has fall­ 
en, to be covered almost immediately 
by the drifting sand, and thus suffo­ 
cated while unconscious. 


The only safe plan I know of when 
thus caught is to take off one’s coat 
and throw it over the head. 
Reso­ 
lutely refuse to breathe through the 
mouth, and by constant clearing of 
the nostrils, 
compel inhalation by 
th at channel. 
Sit down and m ake no 
attem pt to escape during the heat of 
the day. 
If the sand begins to cover 
you, rise, and as it falls under you, 
make it your new couch, and keep 
doing this so long as is necessary.

A POPULAR BELIEF UPSET 


EXPERTS SAY DAIRY COWS ARE 
A MENACE TO HUMAN LIFE* 


Tuberculous Infection by Ingestion of 
Germs—Government’s Investigators 
rind That the Disease Develops In 
the Lungs After Remote Inocula­ 
tion, 
/ 


; ------------------ 


Many men in oflieial and Congres­ 
sional circles in W ashington regard 
an American protectorate as the best 
solution of the Cuban problem. 


A report on the relation of tuber­ 
culous lesions to the mode of infec­ 
tion, submitted to the Secretary of 
Agriculture by Dr. E. C. Schroeder 
and W. E. Cotton of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Washington, D. C., 
contains information resulting from 
extensive experimentation which goes 
a long way toward upsetting the pop­ 
ular notion that pulmonary tubercu­ 
losis, or consumption, only follows the 
direct inhalation of the tubercle bacil­ 
li from dried sputum directly into the 
lungs. 


Tuberculosis was «produced in the 
lungs of a calf and three hogs, in the 
course of these experiments, by in­ 
oculation near the end of the tail. 
This indicates, in the view of the ex­ 
perts, that the lungs may readily be­ 
come the seat of tuberculous disease, 
no matter through what channels the 
bacilli gain entrance to the body, and 
that the location of lesions in the 
lungs can no longer be considered 
ws reliable evidence that the infection 
entered by means of the respiration. 


Too much importance has been a t 
tached to the agency of dried sputum 
in the study of tuberculous infection, 
the investigators say, and too little 
to the more serious danger firom fresh 
or moist tuberculous material, which 
enters human food in many ways, 
one of the commonest of which is at­ 
tributable to the tuberculous dairy 
cow. Evidence has been presented to 
support the contention that the lungs 
of these cows are more directly ex­ 
posed to the infection through the 
lymph channels and blood current 
than in any other way. 


In the experiments with cattle and 
hogs subcutaneous injections of viru­ 
lent tubercle bacilli were made as 
near the ends of the tails of the ani* 
mals as possible, because this point 
was the furthest removed available 
portion of the body irom the lung, 
and the location from which the in­ 
fection of the latter seemed least 
likely to occur. 


Twenty-three days after a healthy 
calf had been inoculated with the 
virulent »preparation the animal died. 
Post-mortem examination showed that 
the lungs were badly infected, while 
the other organs apparently were in 
a normal condition. 
The lungs pre­ 
sented a perfect picture of a fatal 
miliary tuberculosis. The hogs which 
were Inoculated were killed, and the 
same conditions were found in the 
lungs. 


The experimenters believe that In 
these cases the bacilli were either 
taken up directly by the capillaries 
and thence carried to the lungs by 
means of the venous circulation, or 
else by the lymphatics Into the veins 
and thence to the lungs. 
The report 
says: 


The 
practical 
conclusion 
to 
be 
drawn from the results obtained Is 
that ingestion is a greater danger 
than the respiration of tubercle ba­ 
cilli, especially as the tubercle bacilli 
may be ingested in the fresh state in 
which they are expelled from tuber­ 
culous lesions and cannot be respired 
until they have been subjected to 
various attenuating processes. 
The 
substance in which tubercle bacilli 
are enveloped or imbedded when they 
leave the infected organs under ordi­ 
nary and usual conditions requires 
considerable time before it can be suf­ 
ficiently dried and pulverized to float 
in the air. 
Bacilli do not rise from 
moist surfaces and float in the air. 
The complete desiccation that must 
occur in advance of pulverization is 
either a comparatively slow process 
or is hastened by agencies, like tne 
heat from the direct rays of the sun, 
that have a potent influence against 
the vitality of pathogenic bacteria. 


Sputum, for example, dries on the 
surface in a way that coats it with a 
protective membrane through which 
evaporation progresses slowly; it is 
a v ^ y adhesive substance, and be­ 
comes more so during the first stages 
of drying, and it must be exposed 
when thoroughly dried to actual at­ 
trition before it can be detached from 
the surface on which it has dried and 
reach a sufficient disintegration to be 
blown about as dust. 


The experimenters summarize their 
conclusions as follows: 


Tuberculosis is a 4*sease contract­ 
ed through the Ingestion of tubercle 
bacilli. 


The lung Is the most frequent or­ 
gan affected, independently of the 
point at which the infectious material 
enters the body. 


Tuberculous 
infection 
may 
pass 
from one part of the body to another 
remote to it without leaving a chain 
of lesions to mark its path. 


Fresh tuberculous material has the 
highest, and dried and pulverized ma­ 
terial a doubtful significance. 


Tuberculous material from cattle 
has the highest virulence for all test­ 
ed species of the mammalian kingdom, 
to which man anatomically and phy­ 
siologically belongs, and tuberculous 
material from man has a lower viru­ 
lence. 


Man is constantly exposed to fresh 
tuberculous m aterial in a helpless 
way through his use of dairy products 
from tuberculous cows and cows as­ 
sociated with tuberculous cattle. 


“It seems from this array of facta, 
the report says, every one of which 
is based on positive experimental evi­ 
dence, that we should feel no doubt 


regarding our plain duty, "which is, no 
m atter what other measures we adopt 
in our fight against tuberculosis, not 
to neglect one of the chief, if'not the 
most important, source of infection— 
th© tuberculous dairy cow.”

TOWN GOES TO SMELTER. 


AH of Its Houses Built of Bricks of 
Gold and Silver Ore. 


One reads of romantic castles of 
silver and palaces of gold, but they 
are the dreams of fiction—now they 
have discovered something as strange 
on the map of Mexico. 
The buildings 
of a whole town have been bought 
at so much a ton, based on assays 
from the adobe walls, which give 
gold and silver values. 
The town is 
Guanajuato’s suburb, Tepetapa, at a 
value of about $30,000 Mexican cur­ 
rency. 


The value of this little town was 
revealed when the Mexican Central 
decided to build into the city of Gua­ 
najuato and to establish a station 
there. 


It was found necessary to tear down 
about three hundred buildings which 
had been built of the slimes produced 
by the grinding of ores from the num­ 
erous mines of the district. 
Straw 
was mixed with the slime to make 
the adobe bricks. 


When it became known th at the 
Central would have to tear down 
these houses an enterprising ore buy­ 
ing company asked for permission to 
assay ore taken from the buildings. 
This was granted and samples were 
picked from the walls at various 
heights and on various sides of the 
buildings, the assays running in value 
from $3 to $24 a ton in gold and sil­ 
ver. 
The values averaged about $8 
gold a ton. 


As the buildings were built in vari­ 
ous bonanza epochs it was found that 
the values varied to a large extent. 
Far Instance, a wall on one side of a 
house would assay a low value, where­ 
as a 'Wall on the other side, built at 
an earlier or later time, would assay 
a high value. 
A m an’s kitchen might 
assay 60 cents a ton and his parlor 
$50. 


That the walls are found to contain 
more gold than silver values is due 
to the fact that the old patio process 
dt treating the ores was more effec­ 
tive in extracting silver than gold 
values and tlie slimes left were richer 
in gold than silver. 
It will be harder 
to build such a town in the future, as 
the camp is now fitted out with mod­ 
ern appliances for treating ores.

laws and by reason of the virtue of those who obey them. 


And yet only upon such a conception can an intelligent sense of duty be 
based. Genuine patriotism cannot be based upon a sense of private advantage 
or upon any calculation of interest. It can be based only upon a sense of duty. 
And duty must conceive its object the country, the nation we would serve. 


I like to recall the passage of De Tocquevi-lle's in which he marvels with 
eloquent praise at the "variety of information and excellence of discretion 
which our polity did not hesitate to demand of its people, the common peo- 
ple." It is in this, rather than by anything we have invented in the way of 
government form, that we have become distinguished among nations. 


Indeed, America has fallen to the common-place 'level of all the other na- 
tions which have preceded her and which now accompany her In the race -for 
leadership, if she have not something of a faith that makes of her public 
men Idealists and of her typical citizens men to whom principles seem ever 
a sustaining motive of action. 


If there is any circumstancc which should deeply trouble us in the signs 
of the time it Is that we have found as a ground of action not sturdy desire 
to achieve what we have conceived but sheer anger and discontent with which 
we fling ourselves upon our wrongs. We have revernce enough for the 'laws 
we ourselves have made, if it be an evidence of reverence that we think by 
the easy process of making more laws we shall moralize our public life, but 
it can hardly be a firm and patient force by which we seek to change them. 


Indeed, the chief menace of our present state of mind is that there Is 
neither patience nor prudence in our thought and action upon the matters 
which excite us. I am not sure that we need new laws. I suspect that what 
we really need is a smaller regard for persons in the administration of them. 
Penal laws are of slight value without a watchful public opinion, and of what 
shall public opinion be watchful if it know not what to watch for, if there is no 
slow study of conditions, no patient seeking of remedies, no careful observa- 
tion of the real errors and the real responsibilities of business. 


It seems to me to be a strange thing to propose revenue laws as a means 
of checking and penalizing wealth, at the same time that wc retain laws which 
lead to its unnatural accumulation. 
The only proper object of revenue iaws 
is to raise money for the expenses of government, though revenue ought al- 
ways to be obtained from such sources that taxation will assist rather than 
check or discourage Industry and enterprise. 
It is in part by the example of 
governments that individuals have used the revenue getting powers of cor- 
porations to penalize rivals. The Government sets the example both of foster- 
age and of destruction. Governments should snpnly an equilibrium, not a dis- 
turbing force«

My Ship Fought the Ice

N the evening of September IG. with the turn of the flood- 
tide, a large floe pivoted around Cape Sheridan, crushing 
everything before it, until at last it held the ship merci- 
lessly bet\veen its own blue side and the unyielding face 
of the ice-foot. Its slow resistless motion was frightful, yet 
fascinatiug; thousands of tons of smaller ice which the big 
floe drove beiore it the Rcoseyelt had easily and gracefully 
turned under her sloping bilges, but the edge of the big floe 
rose to the plank-sheer, and a few yards back from Its edge 
was an old pressure ridge which rose higher than the bridge-deck. 


For an instant, v^'hlch seemed an age, the pressure 
was 
terrific; 
the 
Roosevelt's ribs and interior bracing cracked like the discharge of musketry. 
The main-deck amidships bulged up several inches, 
the main-rigging 
hung 
slack, and the masts and rigging shook as in a violent gale; then, with a 
mighty tremor and sound which reminded me of an 
athlete 
intaking 
his 
breath for a supreme eifort, the ship jumped upward. 
The big floe snapped 
against the edge of the icefoot forward and aft and under us, crumpling up 
lis edge and driving it inshore some yards, then cAme to rest, and the com- 
motion was transferred to the outsr edge of the floe, which crumbled away 
with a dull roar as other floes smashed against it and tore off great pieces 
in their onward rush—leaving us stranded but safe. This incident, of course, 
put an end tp all thoughts of farther advauoe, and to provide against the 
contii*;ency of a still more serious pressure rendering the ship untenable, 
all supplies and equipment, together with a considerable quantity of coal, 
were landed, oificers and crew and Eskimos, including the women and chil- 
dren, «torking almost without interruption for the 
next 
thirty-six 
hours.—

No time was Jost In 
ftttending 
to 
t h e 0}ephant's iiurts, but preparatory 
t o handling them she was fed with ft 
jstlff pilxtuve of poar^e piolassei ftud 
ilQiir, with opium ftnd brftndy thrown 
in jiberally, ^fter which she took an 
intejiigent and good-tempered inter- 
est ta the proceedings. 


With the tent-pitcher's 
repairing 
needles and stout thread, ^nd 
the 
help of the mahouts and their assist- 
ants, her cuts 
and 
wounds 
were 
ptltched and salved, and many yards 
of native cotton cloth used in swath- 
ing her torn trunk, 
She was fed by 
hand for several days, and 
seemed 
quite to understand 
that this 
was 
done to keep the bandages on 
the 
damaged trunk from being displaced 
by her use of it in feeding herself. 


FIGHT 
WITH 
LEOPARD. 
Lieut.-Col. Hutchinson, of the Sec- 
ond Ghurkas, had a thrilling 
fight 
with a -leopard which attacked 
his 
wife while on a shooting trip near 
Dehra Dun. 


They were returning after a day's 
shooting, says a Lucknow correspond- 
ent of the London Express, and the 
beaters had gone on some distance 
ahead. 
Mrs. Hutchinson was walk- 
ing about ten yards in front of her 
husband.- She deviated slightly from 
the path and surprised a young leop- 
ard, which immediately attacked her.

Then, seeing that the only way to 
save her life was to drag the leopard 
off, he dropped his rifle and attacked 
the beast with his hands. 


The leopard first attempted to seize 
his arm, but missed, and Col, Hutch- 
inson was able to keep it at 
bay 
while his wife rose and ran to call 
the beaters, 
Meanwhile the animal 
sprang again on Col. Hutchinson and 
a desperate 
fight 
between the 
man 
and the beast followed. 


Col. Hutchinson eluded its springs 
with marvelous 
agility. 
He 
made 
several attempts to regain his rifle, 
but the leopard was on him before 
h e could pick it up. 


Then he thought of his revolver 
and was placing his hand on his hip 
to draw it when the leopard sprang 
on him again and seized his right 
arm. 
Desperate as the position was, 
Col. Hutchinson did not give in, and. 
although he was suffering terrible 
agonies, he grappled with the beast. 
They rolled over several times, the 
leopard still clinging to its hold on^ 
his arm. 


At last Col. Hutchinson freed his 
arm and succeeded In getting his re- 
volver. 
Then he shot the leopard in 
the eye. 
The animal let go its hold, 
.but the shot had only blinded it. 


Before it could

him 
again 
Col. Hutchinson 
had 
gained 
possession of his rifle and succeeded 
in killing the beast just as the 
first 
of the beaters came back. 


Col. Hutchinson was by this time 
so exhausted from lose of blood and 
the struggle that he was in a state of 
collapse. 
He was carried back to his 
bungalow and his arm, /which 
was 
terribly lacerated from the shoulder 
to the wrist, was attended to.

If the sand begins to cover 
you, rise, and as it falls under you, 
make It your new couch, and keep 
doing Ihis so long as Is necessary.

one who cannot travel by the stara 
and 'does not know the general direc- 
tion of places in the desert 
ought 
never to travel alone on it. 
He does 
it constantly at the peril of his life.

EXPERTS SAY DAIRY COWS ARE 
A MENACE TO HUMAN 
LIFE, 


Tuberculous Infection by Ingestion of 
Germs—Government's 
Investigators 
Find That iht Disease Develops In 
the 
Lungs After Remote 
Inocula- 
tion. 


A report on the relation of tuber- 
culous lesions to the mode of infec- 
tion. submitted to the Secretary of 
Agriculture by Dr. E. C. Schroeder 
ami W. E. Cotton of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. Washington. D. C.. 
contains information resulting from 
extensive experimentation which goes 
a long way toward upsetting the pop- 
ular notion that pulmonary 
tubercu- 
losis. or consumption, only follows the 
direct inhalation of the tubercle bacil- 
li from dried sputum directly into the 
lungs. 


Tuberculosis was «produced In the 
lungs of a calf and three hogs, in the 
course of these experiments, by in- 
oculation near the end of the 
tail. 
This Indicates, In the view of the ex- 
perts, that the lungs may readily be- 
come the seat of tuberculous disease, 
no matter through what channels the 
bacilli gain entrance to the body, and 
that the location of lesions in 
the 
lungs can no longer be considered 
ks reliable evidence that the Infection 
entered by means of the respiration. 


Too much importance has been a t 
tached to the agency of dried sputum 
In the study of tuberculous infection, 
the investigators say. and too little 
to the more serious danger firom f^esh 
or moist tuberculous material, which 
enters human 
food In many 
ways, 
one of the commonest of which Is at- 
tributable to 
the 
tuberculous 
dairy 
cow. 
Evidence has been presented to 
support the contention that the lungs 
of these cows are more directly ex- 
posed to the infection through 
the 
lymph 
channels 
and 
blood 
current 
than in any other way. 


In the experiments with cattle and 
hogs subcutaneous injections of viru- 
lent tubercle bacilli were made 
as 
near the ends of the talis of the ani* 
mals as possible, because this point 
was the furthest removed 
available 
portion of the body irom the lung, 
and the location from which the in- 
fection of 
the 
latter 
seemed 
least 
likely to occur. 


Twenty-three days after a healthy 
calf 
had 
been 
Inoculated with 
the 
virulent (preparation the animal died. 
Post-mortem examination showed that 
the lungs were badly Infected, while 
the other organs apparently were In 
a normal condition. 
The lungs pre- 
sented a perfect picture of a fatal 
miliary tuberculosis. 
The hogs which 
were Inoculated were killed, and the 
same conditions were found in 
the 
lungs. 


The experimenters believe that in 
these cases the bacilli were 
either 
taken up directly by the capillaries 
and thence carried to the lungs by 
means of the venous circulation, or 
else by the lymphatics Into the veins 
and thence to the lungs. 
The report 
says: 


The 
practical 
conclusion 
to 
be 
drawn from the results obtained Is 
that 
ingestion 
Is a 
greater 
danger 
than the respiration of tubercle ba- 
cilli, especially as the tubercle bacilli 
may be Ingested in the fresh state in 
which they are expelled from tuber- 
culous lesions and cannot be respired 
until 
they 
have been 
subjected 
to 
various attenuating processes. 
The 
substance in which 
tubercle 
bacilli 
are enveloped or Imbedded when they 
leave the infected organs under ordi- 
nary 
and usual conditions 
requires 
considerable time befoi'e it can be suf- 
ficiently 
dried and pulverized to float 
in the air. 
Bacilli do not rise from 
moist -surfaces and float in the air. 
The complete desiccation that must 
occur in advance of pulverization is 
either a comparatively slow process 
or is hastened by agencies, like tne 
heat from the direct rays of the sun, 
that have a potent influence against 
the vitality of pathogenic bacteria. 


Sputum, for example, dries on the 
surface in a way that coats it with a 
prol;3Ctive membrane through 
which 
evaporation progresses slowly; it is 
a vftiy adhesive substance, and 
be- 
comes more so during the flrst stages 
Of drying, and it must be ex-posed 
when thoroughly dried to actual at- 
trition before it can be detached from 
the surface on which it has dried and 
reach a sufficient disintegration to be 
blown about as dust. 


The experimenters summarize their 
conclusions as follov/s: 


Tuberculosis is a disease contract- 
ed through the Ingestion of tubercle 
bacilli. 


The lung 'Is the most f^'eauent or- 
gan 
affected, independently 
of 
the 
point at which the infectious material 
enters the body. 


Tuberculous 
infection 
may 
pass 
from one part of the body to another 
remote to it without leaving a chain 
of lesions to mark its path. 


Fresh tuberculous material has the 
highest, and dried and pulverized ma- 
terial a doubtful significance. 


Tuberculous 
material 
from 
cattle 
has the highest virulence for all test- 
ed species of the mammalian kingdom, 
to which man anatomically and phy- 
siologically belongs, and tuberculous 
material from man has a lower viru- 
lence. 


Man is constantly exposed to fresh 
tuberculous 
material 
in 
a 
helpless 
way through his use of dairy products 
from tuberculous cows and cows as- 
sociated with tuberculous cattle. 


"It seems from this array of facta, 
the report says, every one of which 
is based on positive experimental evi- 
dence^ that wo should feel no doubt 


regarding our plain duty, which Is, no 
matter what other measures wc adopt 
in our fight against tuberculosis, not 
to úeglect one of the chi^f, If'not the 
most ImporLmt. source of Infection— 
th© tuberculous dairy cow.*'

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE U-ORI.D 


TOWN GOES TO 
SMELTER. 


All of Its Houses Built of Bricks of 
Gold and Si!ver Ore. 


One reads of romantic castles of 
silver and palaces of gold, but they 
are the dreams of 
fiction—now 
they 
have discovered something as strange 
on the map of Mexico. 
The buildings 
of a whole town have been 
bought 
at so much a ton, based on assays 
from the 
adobe 
walls, 
which 
give 
gold and silver values. 
The town is 
Guanajuato's suburb, Tepetapa. at a 
value of about $30,000 Mexican cur- 
rendy. 


The value of this little town was 
revealed when the Mexican 
Central 
decided to build into the city of Gua- 
najuato and 
to establish 
a 
station 
there. 


It was found necessary to tear down 
about three hundred buildings which 
had been built of the slimes produced 
by the grinding of ores from the num- 
erous mines of the district. 
Straw 
was mixed with the slime to make 
the adobe bricks. 


When it became known that 
the 
•Central would 
have 
to tear 
down 
these houses an enterprising ore buy- 
ing company asked for permission to 
assay ore taken from the buildings. 
This was granted and samples were 
picked 
from 
the 
walls 
at 
various 
heights and on various sides of the 
buildings, the assays a-unnlng in value 
from $3 to $24 a ton in gold and sil- 
ver. 
The values averaged about $8 
gold a ton. 


As the buildings v/ere built in vari- 
ous bonanza epochs it was found that 
the values varied to a large extent. 
Far instance, a wall on one side of a 
house would assay a low value, where- 
as a "Wall on the other side, built at 
an earlier or later time, would assay 
a high value. 
A man's kitchen might 
assay 60 cents a ton and his iparlor 
$50. 


That the walls are found to contain 
more gold than silver values is due 
to the fact that the old patio process 
dt treating the ores was more efEec. 
tive in extracting silver than 
gold 
values and tlie sUnies left were richer 
in gold than silver. 
It will be harder 
to build such a town in the future, as 
the camp is now fitted out with mod- 
ern appliances for treating ores. 


Love and

sure her daughter's successful mar- 
riage, makes certain that the young 
-woman becomes a good laundress, for 
ability in this 
direction counts 
for 
more than beauty with the 
Korean 
swain. He does not even demand that 
his wife shall be more than a fairly 
good cook, but she must be able to 
keep fresh and spotless the linen gar- 
ments which every one, from prince 
to peasant, wears.

H E R E w as a good deal or 
bitterness 
between 
Eng­ 
land

Northern 
States at this time, and the 
Government at Washing­ 
ton was deeply interested in the des­ 
patches forwarded by the British Min­ 
ister to his homo Government. It was 
known that England was friendly to 
the Confederacy and willing to aid it se­ 
cretly, if not by open recognition. Un­ 
der such conditions, it became neces­ 
sary to know as much as possible of 
w hat was passing to and fro between 
Washington and London in the form 
of cryptograms; and while most of this 
m atter went by messenger or mail to 
New York, there were many cipher 
telegrams sent at the last moment to 
catch the outgoing steamer, there being 
no ocean cable at that time. 
At the 
telegraph office all such messages were 
subjected to examination and copies of 
them were made. 
After a brief con­ 
versation with Secretary Welles the 
old gentleman brought out one of these 
cipher copies, aud placing it in my 
hands said: 


“Mr. Osbon, you have a way of find­ 
ing out secrets. Do you think you can 
solve that? If you can, it will be worth 
five thousand dollars to you.” 


I did not know even the nature of 
the paper at the time, but I saw that 
it was a cipher made up partly of 
words and partly of a combination of 
numerals, usually in groups of four 
figures. 
Something about it suggested 
to me a naval signal book, and the 
thought occurred that perhaps if we 
had a copy of that used by British 
service we might unravel the mystery. 
I studied the paper for some time, and 
the more I considered the matter the 
more certain I became tlmt the British 
naval signal book 'would furnish the 
key. 
I finally informed Mr. Welles 
that I believed I could work the m at­ 
ter out, but that I would need several 
days’ leave from my paper and perfect 
copies of the ciphers. 
The former 1 
obtained without difficulty, and the 
latter were promptly supplied. 
With

night fer Boston, where a British man* 
o’-war was lying.

The two nations were 
at peace, outwardly a t least, and if 
my attem pt were detected I could 
expect neither mercy from one side 
nor succor from the other.

confesses that ho has lately cured him­ 
self of indigestion 
by 
substituting 
three or four frugal meals a day for 
one big one. Think of this keeping up, 
and so well up, these many years on 
one meal a day! 
When you run the 
very small eaters to earth you usually 
find th at they are pretty steady and 
tronerous consumers of tobacco. 
Mr. 
Edison smokes. 
Mr. Horace Fletcher, 
the English prophet of little to eat and 
chew it very fino, is a fairly constant 
smoker, Mark Twain is not conscious 
of taking any exercise, and when he 
has something important to do, he 
stays abed until it Is done. Any becin- 
nor who followed his regimen of Mr. 
Edison’s would come punctually to 
grief. 
The truth is a seasoned mind- 
worker of mature years is apt to lie 
one of the toughest things that nature’s 
laboratory produces. 
Ho is apt to be 
in considerable measure poison-proof; 
at least he has learned, usually, w hat 
he can do, and what he cannot do, with 
alcohol, tobacco, coffee and tea. 
And

The "STUFF™ DREAMS ARE MADE OF" 


Host people -will tell you that in' 


dreams the judgment is asleep and 
lets the imagination run riot. This 
is true enough, but it explains noth- 
ing. Eere is at least a partial ex- 
planation. Men who have studied the 
brain find that the enormous quan- 
tity of blood that is sent to it during 
the day is largely diminished during 
sleep. In fact, sleep can be brought 
about by compressing the large ar- 
teries in the neck. Thus less blood is 
sent to the brain and circulation is 
less rapid. As a result, only certain 
brain tracts are active; the rest are 
dormant. 
The brain, when we dream, is like

Now what suggests the idea that 


we do possess? what starts the dream 
at all? 
Dreams are not under our 


control. 
They 
follow 
their 
own 


whims with as little regard for the 
dreamer as the facts of real life for 
the toiler among them. 
What sug- 


gests them? In many cases they are 
produced by actual feelings, by sen- 
sations pleasant or the reverse, that 
we are then experiencing. 


For instance. Dr. Reid says that 


one day, having raised a blister on 
his head by bruising it, he dreamed 
that he fell into the hands of some 
Indians who had scalped him. Here 
the sensation coming from the in- 
jured part suggested the Indians and 
the scalping. Another maa went to 
bed with a hot bottle at his feet and 
dreamed that he was making the as- 
cent of Mount Aetna, and that the 
ground on which he walked was hot. 


A Frenchman studying up the sub- 


ject of dreams tried experiments on 
himself to see if he could in such 
ways influence his dreams. He left 
his knees uncovered and dreamed 
that he was riding in a coach and that 
his knees were growing cold, as they 
are likely to when one travels in a 
coach at night. Then he left off his 
nightcap and dreamed that he was 
attending a religious ceremony in the 
opea air, it being the custom of the 
part of the country in which he lived 
to have one's head uncovered at such 
meetings. 
Many people could un- 


doubtedly parallel such experiences. 


Miss Cobbe, an English writer, tells 


a story cf a eartain General Sleeman, 
who was pursuing the Thugs (a no- 
torious band of assassins in India) 
and who one night had pitched his 
tent in a peculiarly lovely spot by a 
beautiful stream. In the morning his 
wife complained that she had been 
haunted all night in her dreams by 
dead men and earnestly entreated her 
husband not to pass another night in 
that place.

Some casual thought, some passing 
idea that seemed at that time only 
to flash across our minds and "leave 
not a wrack behind," will form the 
keynote of our dreams.

run across some days before will 
dominate our nightly excursions. It 
is only after spending a whole night 
with him, traveling to the North Pole 
it may be, that we awake and remem- 
ber the meeting, which at the time 
we hardly thought of.

Macuish in his book on sleep tells 


a story of a mail who was sued for 
a debt, originally contracted in the 
lifetime of his father, and, as the 
man thought, settled by him, but of 
such settlement he could find no trace 
among his papers. After searching 
a long time to no purpose, he went to 
bed with the determination of giving 
up the fight and making the best 
compromise he could. 
He dreamed 


that his father came to him in his 
steep and told him that he had paid 
the debt and that he would find the 
papers in the possession of a certain 
solicitor. His father added that he 
could remind the lawyer of the case 
by tlie incident that they, could not

The first of the five largest locomo- 


tives in the world, which the Great 
Northern ordered from the Baldwin 
Works, has beea sent West, where it 
will be put to work on the mountains. 
The engine Is of the Mallet compound 
type, with four cylinders, two sets of 
drivers and two pairs of cylinders. 
Each is practically two engines ia 
one, 
and is capable of hauling over 


mountain grades twice as much as the 
best the Great Northern now has. Tha 
best engine the company has now ia 
service can pull 525 tons up a 2.2 per- 
cent grade, while the new engines will 
be capable of drawing 1100 tons oa 
the same grade. The only 
engine 


which approaches the Great Northern 


is "owned by the Baltimore 


" 334,500 


This new engine will be run on the 
Great Northern between Leavenworth 
and Skykomish, Wash. It is intended 
for freight service and will work on a 
twenty-five mile 
stretch 
of track 


across the Cascades. The engine is 
No. 1800 and has a tractive power of 
71,600 pounds. In fact, when in ser- 
rice, the engine is able to pull such 
& heavy load that to prevent pulling 
Dut the drawheads on the cars, a sec- 
ond locomotive of the ordinary size 
will be coupied on just behind to take 
up the slac'k. 


The locomotive has a weight on the 


Irivers of 316,000 pounds, while the 
total weight of the engiae is 355,000 
pounds and the weight of the engine 
and tender is 503,000 pounds. It has 
a rating of being able to pul-l 2100 
tons of freight. The tank on the ten; 
der hols SOOO gallons of water and 
the tender also carries 13 tons of coaL 
The engine has 12 drivers 55 inches 
in diameter. The high-power cylin- 
ders are 2l}a_inehes in diameter and 
have a stroke cf 32 inches, while the 
lov.r power cylinders have a diameter 
3f 33 inches and 32 inch stroke. The 
boiler has a diameter of 84 inches at 
the smallest part, with 441 tubes 2*1 
inches in diameter and 21 feet long. 
The firebox is 117x96 inches, and the 
total heating surface is 5658 square 
feet. The grate surface is 73 square 
feet. Each group of driving wheels 


t, with a total 


wheel base of 44 feet. The total wheel 
base of both engine and tender is 73 
feet 2¥2 inches. The engine is design- 
ed to pass curves of 10 degrees. The 
cylinders midway of the locomotive 
take the steam from the pipe lead- 
ing from the dome using it at a pres- 
sure of 200 pounds to the square inch. 
These cylinders exhaust the steam in- 
to the front cylinders, which are of 
larger diameter. After performing its 
work in the forward cylinders, it is 
exhausted in the usual manner in the 
stack. The engine has what is known 
as a Wahlscheart valve motion, which 
has recently come 
into use. This 


valve is as old as the one known as 
the Stevenson valve, but it has never 
been used in America to any extent. 
This style of valve gear does away 
with the eccentrics and the entire 
mechanism is on the outside of the 
driving wheels.

Nearly thirty years have passed 


since Raymond X

Most people will tell you that in 
dreams the Judgment is asleep and 
lets the imagination run riot.

Most people will tell you that in 
dreams tho judgment is asleep and 
lets the imagination run riot. 
This 
is true enough, but it explains noth­ 
ing. 
Here is at least a partial ex­ 
planation. Men who have studied the 
brain find that the enormous quan­ 
tity of blood that is sent to it during 
the day is largely diminished during 
sleep. 
In fact, sleep can be brought 
about by compressing the large ar­ 
teries in the neck. Thus less blood is 
sent to the brain and circulation is 
less rapid. 
As a result, only certain 
brain tracts are active; the rest are 
dormant. 


The brain, when we dream, is like 
a steam engine, going at half-speed, 
or like some mills on Sunday, where 
the fires are still kept along and 
where some of the larger wheels are 
going, though all the minor machin­ 
ery is at rest. The effect of all this is 
that we have only a small number of 
ideas to work with. If in real life the 
idea comes to our mind of cheating 
a 
friend, 
immediately 
comes 
the 
thought: 
“It would be too mean and 
unw orthy/' 
“I shall "be arrested/' 
“ My friend would hate 
me,“ 
and 
these ideas contradict the first idea 
and prevent its being carried into act. 
But in a dream the idea of cheating 
suggests no contradictory ideas, we 
have only the ideas of cheating and 
nothing to prevent it. 


Now what suggests the idea that 
we do possess? what starts the dream 
at all? 
Dreams are not under our 
control. 
They 
follow 
their 
own 
whims with as little regard for the 
dreamer as the facts of real life for 
the toiler among them. 
W hat sug­ 
gests them? 
In many cases they are 
produced by actual feelings, by sen­ 
sations pleasant or the reverse, that 
we are then experiencing. 


For instance, Dr. Reid says th at 
one day, having raised a blister on 
his head by bruising it, he dreamed 
that he fell into the hands of some 
Indians who had scalped him. 
Here 
the sensation coming from the In­ 
jured part suggested the Indians and 
the scalping. 
Another man went to 
bed with a hot bottle at his feet and 
dreamed that he was making the as­ 
cent of Mount Aetna, and that the 
ground on which he walked was hot. 


A Frenchman studying up the sub­ 
ject of dreams tried experiments on 
himself to see if he could in such 
ways influence his dreams. 
He left 
his knees uncovered and dreamed 
that he wras riding in a coach and th at 
his knees were growing cold, as they 
are likely to when one travels in a 
coach at night. 
Then he left off his 
nightcap and dreamed th at he was 
attending a religious ceremony in the 
open air, it being the custom of the 
part of the country in which he lived 
to have one's head uncovered at such 
meetings. 
Many people could un­ 
doubtedly parallel such experiences. 


Miss Cobbe, an English writer, tells 
a story of a certain General Sleeman, 
who was pursuing the Thugs (a no­ 
torious band of assassins in India) 
and who one night had pitched his 
tent in a peculiarly lovely spot by a 
beautiful stream. In the morning his 
wife complained th at she had been 
haunted all night in her dreams by 
dead men and earnestly entreated her 
husband not to pass another night in 
that place. 
In course of the day Gen­ 
eral Sleeman 
received 
information 
that induced him to dig below the 
ground, and under his wife's tent 
they found fourteen bodies, the vic­ 
tims of the Thugs, who had buried 
them there. 


Often, however, we cannot trace 
•u r dreams to any actual sensation. 
Some casual thought, some passing 
idea th at seemed at that time only 
to flash across our minds and “leave 
not a wrack behind/' will form the 
keynote of our dreams. 
Or some 
chance acquaintance th at we have 
run across some days before will 
dominate our nightly excursions. 
It 
is only after spending a whole night 
with him, traveling to the North Pole 
it may be, that we awake and remem­ 
ber the meeting, which at the time 
we hardly thought of. 


But a still more remarkable thing 
happens in our dreams. 
Ideas which 
the mind has perceived unconsciously 
are brought to light in our sleeping 
hours. 
For 
Instance, an 
English 
Judge, while traveling in Scotland, 
dreamed one night that lizards were 
crawling over him. 
He could not 
imagine w hat had suggested such a 
dream, till going to the room where 
he had sat the evening before, he no­ 
ticed for the first time that the clock 
on the mantelpiece had figures of 
:rawling lizards on it. This his mind, 
unconsciously to himself, had noticed, 
and once he was asleep it began to 
construct a story on that basis. 
In 
the same way the mind will reproduce 
in a dream facts which the dret Wier 
has forgotten that he ever kne? I fbut 
which nevertheless lay dormreU in 
his mind. 
It is in this way t^J*} many 
stories, well attested, 
can — db ex­ 
plained that otherwise we ¿f}3urd be 
tempted to reject. 


Macuish in his book on sleep tells 
a story of a man who was sued for 
a debt, originally contracted in the 
lifetime of his father, and, as the 
man thought, settled by him, but of 
such settlement he could find no trace 
among his papers. 
After searching 
a long time to no purpose, he went to 
bed with the determination of giving 
up the fight and making the best 
compromise he could. 
He dreamed 
that his father came to him in his 
sleep and told him that he had paid 
the debt and that he Avould find the 
papers in the possession of a certain 
solicitor. 
His father added that he 
could remind the lawyer of the case 
by. the incident that they, could not 


get change for a Portuguese piece ol 
money and had to drink it up In a 
tavern. 


The man awoke and went Immedi­ 
ately to see the solicitor in question, 
whom he found an old man. 
At first 
he denied all remembrance of th< 
case, but at mention of the Portu­ 
guese money the whole event came 
back to him, and after some trouble 
he found the papers that were need­ 
ed, thus saving the man from heavy 
loss. 


Marvellous as this story sounds, it 
is not hard to explain. 
The facts had 
been told him by his father, but hi 
had forgotten them. 
The brain tak­ 
ing up at night these ideas, which he 
had worried 
over 
for 
days, had 
brought to light hidden treasures. 


It seems as if often the limitation 
of tho mind to certain ideas gave it 
an intensity which it had not in oui 
working hours. 
The story I have 
just told shows this, but it is shown 
still more strikingly by the wonder 
ful power the mind sometimes ex* 
hibits of working out results it can* 
not accomplish at other times. 
Cole* 
ridge writing the poem of “Kubls 
K han" in his sleep is the classic in­ 
stance, but there are numerous oth* 
ers. 
I give one which Dr. Carpentei 
mentions in his boo»k on Mental Phya- 
iology. 


A professor at Amsterdam had 
been given by a banking house ol 
that city a question to solve, involv* 
ing a long and difficult calculation 
Several times he tried to obtain tin 
solution, but each time he made some 
mistake. 
At last, all wearied out 
be gave the problem to some of hii 
students, telling them th at If possible 
he would like the answer in threi 
days. 
One of them, eager to get intc 
his teacher's good graces, took it 
home and worked on it for three sue* 
cessive nights in vain. 


“At last I bent myself over m3 
figures for a third evening. 
It wai 
winter, and I calculated till half-past 
1 in the morning, all to no purpose. 
The product was erroneous. 
Low at 
heart, I threw down my pencil, which 
already by that time had beciphered 
three slates. 
I hesitated whether ] 
would toil through the night, as 1 
knew th a t the professor wanted at 
answer the very same morning. 
But 
lo! my candle was already burning 
in the socket, and the persons with 
whom I lived had gone to rest. Then 
I also went to bed, my head filled 
with ciphers, and tired In mind, 1 
fell asleep. 
In the morning I awoke 
just early enough to dress and pre* 
pare myself to go to the lecture, 
vexed at heart at not having been 
able to solve the question and at hav* 
ing to disappoint my teacher. 


“But, oh, wonderful! as I approach 
my writing table, I find on it a papei 
with figures in my own hand and 
(think of 
my 
astonishm ent!) the 
whole problem on It solved quite 
aright, and without a single blunder. 
I wanted to ask my hostess whether 
anyone had been in my room, but 
was stopped by my own writing. 
Thus I must have calculated the prob* 
lem in my sleep and in the dark to 
boot; and what was most remark* 
able, the computation was so succinct 
th at what I saw before me on a single 
folio sheet had required three slate* 
fuls, closely beciphered on both sides, 
during my waking state. 
Professoi 
Von Swinden was amazed at the 
event and declared to me th at whilsl 
calculating the problem himself he 
had never once thought of a solution 
so simple and concise/' 


A number of years ago there lived 
a poor Englishman who made a pre* 
carious livelihood by rolling about 
pieces of lead in a pan, so as to make 
them round. 
At the 
end of 
the 
process they were far from being 
really round— uneven and mishapen, 
in fact— and the poor fellow, whc 
was near starvation, used to torment 
himself with the question as to some 
better 
way to make 
them 
reallj 
round. 
One night he dreamed th at it 
began to rain lead bullets, which hit 
him in the face and then rolled ofi 
perfectly round. 
For a long time he 
wondered whether dropping melted 
lead would not make it round. 
One 
day he could stand it no longer, and 
taking some melted lead to the top o) 
a tower he dropped drops of it dowt 
and found at the bottom perfectly 
round bullets. 
As a result of thii 
lucky dream he found th at he had 
made Ills fortune and th at the dayi 
of starvation were over forever. 


Thus while we sleep the hiddei 
forces of our mind, our Brownies, ai 
Robert Louis Stevenson aptly called 
them, may work out results whicl 
take us by surprise and which we It 
our waking hours had given up it 
despair.— Charles Smith, in Califor 
nia News. 


It Weighs 355,000 Pounds and Has a 


Tractive Power of 71,600 Pound»,' 
• / 
# 


The first of the five largest locomo­ 
tives in the world, which the Great 
Northern ordered from the Baldwin 
Works, has been sent West, where it 
will be put to work on the mountains. 
The engine is of the Mallet compound 
type, with four cylinders, two sets of 
drivers and two pairs of cylinders. 
Each is practically two engines * ia 
one, and is capable of 
hauling over 
mountain grades twice as much as the 
best the Great Northern now has. Tho 
best engine the company has now in 
service can pull 525 tons up a 2.2 per­ 
cent grade, while the new engines will 
be capable of drawing 1100 tons on 
the same grade. 
The 
only 
engine 
which approaches the Great Northern 
monsters is'owned by the Baltimore 
& Ohio, which weighs 334,500 pounds* 
This new engine will be run on the 
Great Northern between Leavenworth 
and Skykomish, Wash. 
It is intended 
for freight service and will work on a 
twenty-five mile 
stretch 
of 
track 
across the Cascades. 
The engine is 
No. 1800 and has a tractive power of 
71,GOO'pounds. 
In fact, when in ser­ 
vice, the engine Is able to pull such 
a heavy load that to prevent pulling 
out the drawheads on the cars, a sec­ 
ond locomotive of the ordinary size 
will be coupled on just behind to take 
up the slack. 


The locomotive has a weight on the 
drivers of 316,000 pounds, while the 
total weight of the engine is 355,000 
pounds and the weight of the engine 
and tender is 503,000 pounds. 
It has 
a rating of being able to pull 2100 
tons of freight. The tank on the ten­ 
der hols 8000 gallons of water and 
the tender also carries 13 tons of coal. 
The engine has 12 drivers 55 inches 
in diameter. The 
high-power 
cylin­ 
ders are 21%^ inches in diameter and 
have a stroke of 32 inches, while the 
low power cylinders have a diameter 
of 33 inches and 32 inch stroke. The 
boiler has a diameter of 84 inches at 
the smallest part, with 441 tubes 2% 
inches in diameter and 21 feet long. 
The firebox is 117x96 inches, and the 
total heating surface is 5658 square 
feet. The grate surface is 78 square 
feet. Each group of driving wheels 
has a base of 10 feet, with a total 
wheel base of 44 feet. 
The total wheel 
base of both engine and tender is 73 
feet 2 y2 inches. 
The engine is design­ 
ed to pass curves of 10 degrees. The 
cylinders midway of the locomotive 
take the steam from the pipe lead­ 
ing from the dome using it a‘t a pres* 
sure of 200 pounds to the square inch. 
These cylinders exhaust the steam in­ 
to the front cylinders, which are of 
larger diameter. After performing its 
work in the forward cylinders, it is 
exhausted in the usual manner in the 
stack. 
The engine has what is known 
as a Wahlscheart valve motion, which 
has recently come 
into 
use. This 
valve is as old as the one known as 
the Stevenson valve, but It has never 
been used in America to any extent. 
This style of valve gear does away 
with the eccentrics and the entire 
mechanism is on the outside of the 
driving wheels.

The engineer forced dov/n 
thirty-four freezing tubes, placed in 
two 
concentric 
circles, 
and 
this 
turned the stratum into solid, work- 
able rock. Excavation was then com- 
paratively easy. 


The theory that the flying fish 
glides through the air like an aero- 
plane, propelled by the tail and guid- 
ed by the pectoral fins, is disproved 
by Lieut.-Col. C. D. Durnford, an 
English naturalist. 
He finds that an 
average flight begins with a jump in- 
to the air, impelled by the tail and 
aided by the wing-like fins; that it is 
continued by a labored and exceed- 
ingly rapid movement of the seem-

motionless 
wings, 
which

before reaching the water.

shaft was being excavated some 550 
feet deep, and it had to pass through 
a layer of sand that was soaked with 
water. 
The engineer forced down 
thirty-four freezing tubes, placed in 
two 
concentric 
circles, 
and 
this 
turned the stratum into solid, work­ 
able rock. Excavation was then com­ 
paratively easy. 


The theory that the flying fish 
glides through the air like an aero­ 
plane, propelled by the tail and guid­ 
ed by the pectoral fins, is disproved 
by Lieut.-Col. C. D. Durnford, an 
English naturalist. 
He finds that an 
average flight begins with a jump in­ 
to the air, impelled by the tail and 
aided by the wing-like fins; that it is 
continued by a labored and exceed­ 
ingly rapid movement of the seem­ 
ingly motionless wings, which at 
times slow down so that the vibra­ 
tion becomes visible; 
and that it 
ceases either with a sudden stoppage 
o;* gradual slowing down of the wings 
before reaching the water.
